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THE  GILMAN  FAMILY 


The  writer  would  acknowledge  his  indebtedness  to  the  Genealogy 
of  the  Gilmans  in  America,  by  the  late  Arthur  Gilman,  printed  in 
1869,  which,  however,  gives  little  attention  to  the  line  of  Moses2 
(Edward)  Gilman,  in  which  we  are  particularly  interested.  Mr. 
Gilman,  in  his  turn,  acknowledges  his  obligations  to  Samuel  Heyhoe 
LeNcve  Gilman,  author  of  the  history  of  the  family  in  England,  which 
also  traces  its  origin  from  old  Hingham,  in  Norfolk.  In  the  chancel 
floor  of  St.  Andrew’s  church,  old  Ilinghan,  are  monumental  tablets 
in  memory  of  several  of  the  Gilmans  of  that  region,  but  all  dating 
from  the  18th  century.  This  old  church,  within  recent  years,  has  re¬ 
ceived  from  American  contributors  a  “Lincoln  Memorial”,  placed  on 
the  north  wall  of  the  interior  and  consisting  of  a  bronze  likeness  bust 
of  our  great  martyred  President.  It  ought  to  be  a  matter  of  pride  to 
all  American  Gilmans  that  their  ancestors  came  to  Hingham,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  in  the  same  company  with  Abraham  Lincoln’s  forbears, 
in  1638. 

The  writer  of  this  article  and  his  son,  in  the  summer  of  1925,  had 
the  pleasure  of  being  in  this  old  Norfolk  town  and  its  interesting 
neighborhood.  The  latter,  through  his  maternal  ancestry,  is  one  of 
the  few  in  recent  years  to  have  visited  this  early  home  of  the  Gilmans. 

Robert3  and  Edward3  Gilman,  brothers,  sons  of  a  Robert,  and 
grandsons  of  an  Edward  Gilman,  and  born  at  Caston  (outside  Hing¬ 
ham),  were  the  ancestors,  the  former  by  wife  Rose  Idawes,  of  the 
modern  English  line,  the  latter,  with  wife  Mary  Clark,  of  most  of  the 
Gilmans  of  this  country. 

This  couple,  whom  we  designate  as  Edward1  and  Mary  (Clark) 
Gilman,  with  their  three  sons,  a  married  daughter  (Mary)  wife  of 
John  Foulsham,  two  other  daughters,  and  three  servants,  in  the  sjiip 
“Diligent”,  of  Ipswich,  Eng.,  arrived  at  Boston,  10  Aug.,  1638. 
Edward  and  Mary  were  married  at  old  Hingham,  3  June,  1614,  and 
there  their  children  were  baptized. 

After  a  short  stay  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  and  a  briefer  one  at  Ipswich, 
Mass.,  Edward  and  Mary,  perhaps  from  1648,  were  among  the  early 
settlers  of  Exeter,  N.  H.  Power  was  given  to  administer  his  estate, 
“he  late  deceased”,  to  his  widow  Mary  Gilman,  10  April,  1655.  Mary 
returned  to  Hingham,  to  live  with  one  of  her  children,  and  died  there, 
22  June,  1681. 
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The  Genealogy  says  there  were  ten  children  of  this  couple,  four 
of  whom  died  in  infancy.  Of  the  six  who  came  to  this  country  the 
most  distinguished  was  the  second  son,  John-  who  died  in  Exeter, 
1708,  and  known  as  Hon.  John  Gilman,  progenitor  of  a  long  line  who 
have  been  eminent  in  New  Hampshire  and  other  parts  of  our  country. 
(Consult  Gen.  Reg.  Vol.  XVIII  :258).  He  had  held  all  the  important 
town  offices  of  Exeter,  and  in  1692  was  speaker  of  the  House  (N.  H. 
Provincial  Gov’t).  To  his  descendants  principally  the  town  of  Gil- 
manton  was  granted.  By  wife  Elizabeth  Trueworthy  there  were 
16  children.  Of  these,  a  daughter  Abigail3  married  Samuel,  son  of 
Jonathan  and  Joanna  Thing.  The  name  of  Samuel  Idling  Gilman 
comes  into  our  immediate  line  through  this  union. 


Edward-  Gilman,  eldest  son  of  Edward  and  Mary,  first  of  Ipswich, 
where  he  married  Elizabeth,  sister  (not  daughter)  of  a  Richard  Smith, 
was  first  of  the  Gilman  family,  probably,  to  come  to  Exeter,  N.  H., 
where  he  erected  a  sawmill.  In  1653,  according  to  Belknap,  he  went 
to  England  for  mill  gearing  and  never  returned.  There  were  six 
known  children  of  whom  the  eldest,  Edward3  married  Abigail,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Antipas  Maverick.  Of  this  couple  was  Edward4  Gilman  who 
married  Abigail,  daughter  of  John2  and  Abigail  (Perkins)  Folsom. 
These  had  Jonathan5  Gilman,  father  of  Elizabeth  (Betty)6  Gilman. 
She  became  the  second  wife  of  our  Josiah,  step-mother  of  Samuel 
Thing  Gilman,  and  ancestress  of  our  St.  Albans  relatives. 

Moses2  Gilman,  probably  the  youngest  of  the  children  of  Edward 
and  Mary  to  come  to  New  England,  was  bapt.  in  old  Hingham,  11 
March,  1630,  and  was  a  little  more  than  eight  years  old  when  he 
reached  this  country.  But  before  proceeding  to  an  account  of  him, 
brief  mention  should  be  made  of  his  three  sisters,  Mary2,  Sarah2, 
Lydia2.  The  first,  as  we  have  said,  married  in  England,  Ensign  John 
Foulsham  (Folsham)  (Folsom).  First  of  Hingham,  Mass.,  but  soon 
of  Exeter,  N.  H.,  they  became  the  progenitors  of  a  prolific  line,  of 
whom  more  than  one  intermarried  with  the  Gilman  stock,  among 
them,  Elizabeth  Folsom,  first  wife  of  Josiah  and  mother  of  our  Samuel 
Thing  Gilman.  Sarah2,  second  sister,  became  second  wife  of  John 
Leavett  of  Hingham,  and  some  of  their  descendants  have  made  the 
name  prominent  in  N.  H.  and  elsewhere.  Lydia2,  youngest  of  the 
sisters,  married  Daniel2  Cushing  (Mathew).  They  remained  in  Hing¬ 
ham  where  the  name  of  Cushing  has  given  character  to  its  citizens. 


Second  Generation 

Returning  to  Moses2  Gilman.  In  Hingham,  Mass.,  he  married, 
about  1658,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Hcrsey,  who  early  came 
from  old  Norfolk,  Eng.  Like  his  brothers,  Moses  removed  to  Exeter, 
N.  PL,  where  he  was  made  citizen,  in  1652,  and  received  grants  of 
land  in  what  is  now  Newmarket.  He  was  a  large  landholder,  the 
last  recorded  grant  to  him  being  in  1698.  He  was  chosen  selectman 
in  Exeter  many  times  between  1660  and  1693.  11  is  will  was  signed 

1702,  and  he  died  the  next  year.  His  place  of  burial  was  in  the  old 
cemetery  of  Exeter,  but  in  that  part  which  later  was  taken  off  to 
widen  the  road.  He  was  survived  several  years  by  his  widow,  as  is 
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shown  by  a  deed  from  her  to  her  son  John3,  dated  1712;  acknowledged, 
20  April,  1714.  Moses  left  a  large  estate,  for  those  days,  and  it  was 
distributed  liberally  among  his  children.  It  is  noticeable  that  the 
three  brothers,  Edward,  John,  and.  Moses,  each  married  an  Elizabeth, 
and  the  three  women  became  widows.  Moses  and  Elizabeth  were 
survived  by  seven  sons  and  three  daughters.  Several  of  the  sons 
had  military  records,  but  we  will  confine  ourselves  to  an  account  of 
John3  Gilman. 


Third  Generation. 


John3  Gilman,  our  ancestor  of  the  third  generation,  was  born  in 
Exeter,  7  June,  1668,  and  in  the  records  is  easily  confused  with  his 
uncle*  John-  and  a  cousin  John3  (the  latter,  however,  being  his  junior 
by  more  than  eight  years).  While  the  uncle  was  living,  our  John 
seems  to  have  been  called  “John,  Jr.”,  but  frequently  in  deeds,  to 
avoid  confusion,  fortunately,  lie  is  designated  “John,  son  of  Moses”, 
and,  as  certainly,  “Lieut.  John”.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  “Capt. 
John”  (later  date)  does  not  refer  to  him,  but  to  his  son.  Cousin  John3 
seems  to  have  been  known  as  “Major  John”  and  “John,  Esq.” 


The  will  of  our  John3  was  dated  1751.  He  is  supposed  to  have 
died  in  1753  (Savage).  As  his  wife  was  not  mentioned  in  the  will, 
she  probably  was  not  living;  son  John'1  was  “sole  executor”,  whose 
son  John5,  then  “of  age”  was  mentioned.  This  John3  has  been  as¬ 
signed  a  wife  Abigail,  dau.  of  Samuel  Thing.  But  as  John  was  born 
in  1668,  and  she  in  1700,  they  could  not  have  been  married  much 
before  1720,  a  date  too  late  to  account  for  his  children,  to  say  nothing 
of  grown-up  grandchildren.  If  his  wife  was  an  Abigail  Thing,  she 
may  have  been  a  sister  of  Samuel  Thing,  but  following  the  custom  of 
that  day,  it  is  strange  that  no  daughter  Abigail  appears  among  the 
children  named  in  John’s  will.  Besides  son  John4  there  were  son 
Jonathan4  (with  a  son  John  not  yet  of  age)  ;  daughter  Hannah4,  wife 
of  Capt.  Trueworthy  Dudley;  and  daughter  Martha4,  wife  of  Nathan¬ 
iel  Webster.  This  last  couple  had  a  daughter  Deborah  Webster  who 
married  Theophilus5  Gilman.  These  were  grandparents  of  Hon. 
Lewis  Cass  (b.  1782). 


Fourth  Generation. 

John4  Gilman  (John,  Moses,  Edward).  He  was  certainly  well 
remembered  in  his  father’s  will  of  1751  with  “my  homestead,  my  saw 
mill  and  grist  mill ;  land  I  bought  of  my  son-in-law  Nathaniel  Web¬ 
ster  ;  land  near  John  Lougee,  purchased  of  Capt.  Kennedy  Hall  ancl 
of  Daniel  Gordon;  land  that  I  bought  of  Joseph  Thing;  land  granted 
to  me  by  the  town  in  1707.” 

At  Concord,  N.  LI.,  is  the  deed  of  Abigail.  Gilman,  Exeter,  wife  of 
“Capt.  John”  of  land,  from  her  father,  Samuel  Thing,  signed,  10 
July,  1739.  Also  deed  of  Abigail,  “wife  of  Capt.  John  Gilman  of 
Exeter”,  signed  17  April,  1755.  (After  the  death  of  John3  Gilman, 
her  reputed  husband,  who  had  not  mentioned  her  in  his  will  of  1751.) 
Not  only  does  John3  fail  to  name  wife  Abigail,  but  worse  than  that, 
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he  does  not  name  three  children,  David,  Josiah,  and  Joanna  (wife  of 
Col.  Antipas  Gilman),  all  assigned  to  him  in  the  Gilman  Geneaology. 
It  seems  evident  that  we  must  transfer  wife  Abigail  (Thing)  and 
these  three  children  to  John4,  who  was  the  real  Capt.  John  Gilman. 
Possibly,  John3,  in  later  life,  was  a  “Capt.  John”,  too.  John4  must 
have  been  born  by  1700,  was  husband  of  Abigail  (Thing),  “Capt. 
John”  in  1739,  and  father  of  John5  of  age  in  1751.  Confirming  evi¬ 
dence  of  this  as  a  correct  arrangement  of  a  family  group  in  which 
we  are  especially  interested,  is  to  be  found  in  the  will  and  distribution 
of  the  estate  of  Samuel  Thing,  father  of  Abigail.  (Will  dated  1748; 
distribution,  1751.)  But  to  enter  into  further  discussion  of  this  sub¬ 
ject  would  be  out  of  place  in  this  brief  article. 


Fifth  Generation. 

We  now  come  to  Josiah5,  son  of  Capt.  John  and  Abigail  (Thing) 
Gilman.  His  name  first  appears  on  the  bond  of  his  uncle,  Josiah 
Thing,  1750.  From  our  own  family  traditions,  we  know  that  he  was 
twice  married,  (1)  to  Elizabeth  Folsom,  who  died  very  soon  after 
the  birth  of  her  only  child,  Samuel  Thing6  Gilman  ;  married  (2)  Eliz¬ 
abeth  (Betty)  Gilman,  daughter  of  Jonathan5  Gilman,  a  descendant 
of  Edward2  Gilman.  The  Genealogy  gives  this  Josiah5  but  one  child, 
Josiah6  Gilman,  “of  York,  Me.,  physician”.  This  relationship  is  con¬ 
firmed  by  a  deed,  which  is  at  Exeter  (Vol.  149:303).  But  again 
records  are  confusing,  for  there  was  another  Josiah  Gilman  at  this 
time,  descended  from  Hon.  John2,  also  of  Exeter. 

According  to  tradition,  Josiah5  died  suddenly  while  out  in  his 
garden  among  the  potatoes.  This  must  have  been  before  13  April, 
1775,  on  which  date  (Deeds  at  Exeter,  Vol.  108:526)  Elizabeth  Gil¬ 
man,  admx.  of  estate  of  Josiah  Gilman,  junior  (sic)  sells  to  one 
Barker,  etc.  And  the  following  would  seem  to  show  that  the  widow, 
Elizabeth,  married  Paul  Jewett.  Deed  dated  1  Nov.,  1779:  Paul 
Jewett  of  Exeter  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  admx.  of  the  estate  of  Josiah 
Gilman,  late  of  Exeter,  deceased,  sell  to  one  Giddings,  of  the  same, 
our  right  in  a  mill,  being  her  dower  in  the  same ;  signed  by  both,  with 
Josiah  Gilman,  Jr.,  (the  physician  ?)  as  a  witness. 

The  following  establishes  our  claim  that  Samuel  Thing6  Gilman 
was  the  son  of  Josiah’s  first  wife;  Vol.  112:234.  Samuel  Thing  Gil¬ 
man,  of  Exeter,  yeoman,  son  of  Josiah  Gilman,  Jr.  (sic),  late  of  Exeter, 
yeoman,  deceased,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  who  was  one  of  the  daugh¬ 
ters  of  John  Folsom  the  3d,  late  of  Exeter,  yeoman,  and  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  sells  to  Priscilla  Wilson,  widow,  etc.,  etc.,  dated  Dec.,  1779. 

It  would  seem  that  the  widow  of  Josiah5  Gilman  was  not  living 
in  1796,  from  a  deed  of  that  date  (Vol.  154:212).  John  Shepard  and 

wife  Elizabeth,  William  Gilman,  3d,  Sarah  (Sally),  wife  of - Smith, 

and  Joanna  Gilman,  all  of  Gilmanton,  for  $240,  paid  by  Gilman  Leavett 
of  Brentwood,  “all  our  rights  in  the  estate  of  our  father,  Josiah  Gil¬ 
man,  late  of  Exeter,  deceased,  that  was  set  off  to  our  mother  as  her 
dowry  of  thirds.” 
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Children  of  Josiah5  and  Elizabeth  (Folsom)  Gilman: 

I.  Samuel  Thing6. 

Children  of  Josiah5  and  Betty  (Gilman)  Gilman: 

II.  Josiah,  Jr.,  perhaps  the  oldest;  physician  of  York,  Me. 

III.  Elizabeth;  m.  John  Shepard. 

IV.  William,  3d. 

V.  Sarah  (Sally)  ;  m. - Smith. 

VI.  Joanna;  see  later. 

VII.  Jonathan,  b.  5  Dec.,  1761  ;  m.  3  Oct.,  1790,  both  of  North- 
field  (Belmont  VR)  Sally  Whicher,  b.  20  May,  1774.  This 
half-bro.  of  our  Samuel  T.  (see  his  deposition)  lived  and 
died  at  “Clufif  Hill”,  Northfield,  N.  H.,  and  reared  a  large 
family,  some  of  whose  descendants  were  living  there  as  late 
as  1900.  The  writer  met  the  late  Mr.  William  Gilman,  one 
of  the  sons  of  Jonathan,  and  corresponded  with  a  daughter 
of  Jonathan,  Mrs.  Harriet  Buswell  (b.  1811)  of  Emporia, 
Kansas. 

VIII.  John;  removed  to  St.  Albans,  Vt.  The  records  there 
give  the  following:  b.  1769;  d.  (Capt.  John)  31  Aug.,  1845. 
Mary,  his  wife,  b.  1769;  d.  22  Feb.,  1824;  age,  56.  Diary  of 
John  Gustin  Gilman,  under  date  of  20  Oct.,  1842,  “visited 
the  Blaisdell’s  and  at  Uncle  John’s.’'1  Through  the  kindness 
of  Mrs.  Guy  F.  Barker,  of  St.  Albans,  we  learn  that  Mary, 
wife  of  John  Gilman,  was  the  dau.  of  Major  Amos  and  Mary 
Morrill.  Major  Morrill  (1742-1810)  had  a  Revolutionary 
War  record.  Children  of  Capt.  John  and  Mary  (Morrill) 
Gilman : 

I.  John7,  b.  12  July, .1800-;  d.  21  Jan.,  1811,  age  10:6:9. 

II.  Josiah,  b.  1806;  d.  26  March,  1823,  age  17  yrs. 

III.  Margaret;  m.  Jonathan  M.  Blaisdell ;  lived  at  St. 
Albans.  They  were  the  parents  of  several  children, 
among  them  the  late  Miss  Harriet  Blaisdell  (D.  A.  R. 
54002). 

Perhaps  there  were  other  children. 


Sixth  Generation. 

Samuel  Thing6  Gilman,  son  of  Josiah  and  Elizabeth  (Folsom) 
Gilman,  by  his  death  record  was  b.  about  1759,  and  the  following 
baptismal  record  at  Exeter  may  refer  to  him:  “Samuel,  son  of  Josiah 
Gilman,  17  Jan..  1759”.  In  this  connection  we  might  add  the  follow¬ 
ing:  “Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Josiah  Gilman,  bapt.  Aug.,  1760;  Jonathan, 
son  of  Josiah  Gilman,  Jr.,  bapt.  13  Dec.,  1761.  The  genealogical  his¬ 
tory  of  Northfield,  p.  133.  says  that  Jonathan  was  the  son  of  Samuel, 
“said  to  have  been  a  sailor  from  the  coast  of  Maine.”  Of  course  this 
is  wrong.  But  the  name  of  Samuel  may  have  come  from  the  half- 
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brother,  our  Samuel  Thing-,  who  by  a  family  tradition  was  a  sailor 
in  his  youth,  and  at  one  time  went  on  a  voyage  to  Greenland. 

By  deed  referred  to  above,  Samuel  T.  was  of  Exeter  in  1779.  He 
was  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  and  the  New  Hampshire  archives  have 
this  record:  Samuel  Thing  Gilman,  Hampton,  enlisted  for  eight 
months,  17  June,  1777.  But  the  best  record  of  his  service  is  at  the 
Pension  Office,  Washington  D.  C.  (File  No.  W.  19500)  State  of 
Vermont,  Orleans  District.  On  16  Aug.  .1832,  personally  appeared 
before  the  Probate  Court  now  sitting  at  Derby,  Samuel  T.  Gilman  of 
Stanstead,  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  aged  73  years;  a  declaration 
to  obtain  a  pension,  by  the  Act  of  7  June,  1832.  He  served  as  fol¬ 
lows:  In  Nov.  or  Dec.,  1775,  at  Exeter,  N.  H.,  where  he  then  resided, 
in  the  State  troops  or  militia  for  six  weeks;  “went  immediately  to 
Winter  Hill,  Mass.,  in  a  Co.  commanded  by  Capt.  Bowman  and  before 
I  went  home  I  enlisted  again  for  one  year,  and  served  in  a  Co.  com¬ 
manded  by  Roger  Sherman,  in  Col.  Baldwin’s  regiment  in  Gen. 
Heath’s  Continental  line,  Div.  stationed  at  Brookline  during  the 
winter;  we  were  then  marched  to  the  city  of  New  York,  where  I  was 
when  Independance  was  declared.  I  was  in  the  retreat  from  New 
York  under  Gen.  Washington ;  was  marched  through  Morristown  and 
Easton,  N.  J.,  to  Valley  Forge;  from  thence  to  Trenton  and  after¬ 
wards  to  Newton;  was  at  Newton  at  the  taking  of  the  Hessians;  was 
marched  back  to  Valley  Forge  with  the  prisoners,  when  my  term 
expired  and  I  was  discharged,  and  enlisted  again  for  six  weeks  and 
received  a  bounty  of  ten  dollars.  This  enlistment  was  in  the  same 
Co.  and  regiment;  was  marched  to  Princeton;  was  in  the  fight  with 

the  enemy;  then  marched  by  Morristown  to - thorn,  where  my 

six  weeks  expired  and  I  was  discharged.  1  enlisted  again  for  eight 
months,  I  believe  in  June,  1777  *  *  *  in  Capt.  Caleb  Robinson’s 

Co.,  Col.  Hale’s  regiment,  and  Gen.  Poor’s  brigade  (N.  H.)  ;  was  in 
the  army  at  the  taking  of  Burgoyne’s  army;  then  marched  to  Valley 
Forge,  where  I  was  dismissed,  my  term  having  expired.  I  never  re¬ 
ceived  a  written  discharge.  *  *  *  My  residence  was  at  Exeter, 

N.  PL,  at  this  time.”  (It  appears  that  in  Poor’s  brigade  he  was  re¬ 
corded  as  Gilmore,  not  Gilman.  He  testified  that  early  he  was  called 
and  subscribed  as  “Samuel  Gilman”,  and  there  was  no  other  of  that 
name  in  his  Company. 

Samuel  T.  Gilman  and  Sarah  (Sally)  Heard  (Hurd,  Herd)  were 
married  at  Exeter,  9  Dec.,  1780,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Rodgers.  As  there  is 
no  record  of  this  date,  she,  as  his  widow,  had  considerable  trouble  to 
establish  the  fact  in  her  application  for  a  pension  after  her  husband’s 
death.  (.Sec  Pension  Claims).  Her  petition  for  a  pension  is  dated 
14  June,  1843  (according  to  an  Act  of  7  July,  1838).  In  this  connec¬ 
tion  we  have  the  deposition  of  several  persons.  First,  Jonathan  Gil¬ 
man,  Northfield,  N.  IT,  age  81,  testified  that  he  had  known  Samuel 
and  Sally  at  Exeter  “from  small  children”,  and  saw  them  married  ; 
that  Sally  Gilman,  widow,  now  resides  at  Stanstead,  L.  C.,  and  before 
marriage  was  Sally  Herd.  Signed  26  Aug.,  1843;  Charles  S.  Gilman, 
a  witness. 

Second.  John  Gilman  of  Stanstead  testified  (see  later). 

Third.  Jeremiah  Smith  of  Northfield,  N.  PI.,  “of  lawful  age”  tes¬ 
tified  that  he  knew  Samuel  T.  Gilman  and  family  when  they  lived  in 
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Northfield,  “from  1792  un till  they  moved  from  there  to  Canada”;  that 
Mrs.  Gilman’s  maiden  name  was  Sally  Hurd,  and  at  that  time  they 
lived  together  as  husband  and  wife.  Signed  12  June,  1845. 

Fourth.  Peter  Wadleigh  of  Northfield,  N.  H.,  in  his  67th  year. 
At  the  age  of  eight  his  family  lived  within  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
of  the  Samuel  T.  Gilman  place.  “I  went  to  school  at  their  house  and 
was  familiar  with  their  children.  1.  lived  in  said  Gilman’s  family  one 
winter,  and  they  lived  together  as  husband  and  wife.”  Signed  19 
June,  1845. 

Fifth.  Abigail  Parland  (Garland  ?)  of  Potton,  Lower  Canada, 
aged  85.  In  1780  she  lived  in  Sanbornton,  N.  FI.,  within  one-half 
mile  of  Samuel  T.  Gilman,  who  for  a  number  of  years  has  lived  in 
Stanstead,  and  only  recently  has  he  been  deceased,  and  left  Sally  Gil¬ 
man  his  widow,  “with  whom  1  have  been  personally  acquainted  since 
1780.  From  that  time  to  1792  we  were  neighbors,  and  1.  know  that 
they  lived  together  as  husband  and  wife  and  had  several  children 
during  that  period.  I  moved  from  Sanbornton  to  Cabot,  Vt.”  *  *  * 
Signed  at  Troy,  Vt.,  22  July,  1845. 

Samuel  T.  Gilman  drew  a  pension  of  $71.99  from  4  March,  1831, 
to  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  12  Sept.,  1841,  “age  82”  (g.  s.) 
Sally  Heard,  dau.  of  Nathaniel  and  Esther  (Gould)  Fleard  of  Ipswich, 
Mass.,  as  the  widow  of  Gilman,  drew  a  government  pension  of  $22.66 
from  4  March,  1848,  to  the  time  of  her  death,  19  Feb.,  1855,  “age  93” 
(g-  s.) 

Sometime  after  the  marriage  of  this  couple  they  removed  from 
Exeter  to  Northfield,  N.  H.,  where  he  was  a  selectman,  and  held  other 
town  offices.  His  removal  from  there  with  his  family,  to  Stanstead, 
P.  Q.,  is  best  told  in  “Forest  and  Clearings”,  p.  219  (a  few  errors  ex¬ 
cepted).  Capt.  Gilman  came  to  Stanstead  in  1804  and  located  on  No. 
6,  7th  Range.  This  was  on  the  road  from  Mack’s  Mills  to  the  high¬ 
way  between  Beebe  and  Griffin  (villages  in  the  town).  After  receiv¬ 
ing  remuneration  for  services  in  a  war  that  separated  us  from  the 
Mother  Country,  it  seems  a  stroke  of  Fate  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gilman 
and  their  children,  by  their  migration  to  Canada,  again  submitted  to 
the  nominal  control  of  England.  To  the  new  allegiance  they  proved 
most  loyal.

John7  Gilman,  eldest  son  of  Samuel  T.  and  Sally  (Heard)  Gilman, 
was  born  at  Northfield,  N.  IL,  23  Se])t.,  1790.  (“Forest  and  Clear¬ 
ings”  erroneously  has  it  1791,  at  Northfield,  Vt.).  He  was  14  when 
the  family  migrated  to  Stanstead,  where  he  d.  21  June,  1867,  age  76 
years,  9  months  (g.  s.).  He  married,  2  May,  1815,  Lydia,  b.  11  Jan., 
1793;  d.  3  Jan.,  1877,  age  84  (g.  s.)  the  daughter  of  John,  Jr.,  and 
Esther  (Way)  Gustin,  of  the  Marlow  section  of  Stanstead.  For  a 
time  they  lived  at  Griffin  (Stanstead)  where  some  of  the  younger 
children  were  born.  It  was  at  Griffin  that  he  was  in  trade  with  the 
late  Horace  Stewart.  Before  that  he  had  purchased  some  600  acres 
(see  later)  and  had  located  upon  it.  (Known  ever  since  as  the 
Homestead.) 


Mr.  Gilman  received  the  appointment  of  Captain  of  Cavalry,  1837, 
and  served  during  the  “Canadian  Rebellion”.  The  title  of  captain 
remained  with  him  until  his  death,  and  was  admirably  appropriate,  as 
he  was  over  six  feet  tall  and  had  a  commanding  presence.  He  was  a 
successful  farmer  and  a  man  of  influence  in  the  community.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  was  a  director  of  the  Connecticut  and  Passumpsic 
railroad.

d.  6  Feb.,  1928,  at  their  home  in  Winchester,  Mass, 
lie  was  a  graduate  of  the  Mass.  Institute  of  Technol¬ 
ogy.

This  (more  than  a  centennial)  celebration  in  honor 
the  Gilman-Knight  Homestead  is  due  to  her  fore¬ 
thought  and  planning. 


THE  GUSTIN  FAMILY. 


Captain  John  Gilman  was  a  masterful  man,  and  no  doubt  was  the 
ruling  spirit  at  the  farm,  both  without  and  within  the  house.  But 
it  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  battle  is  not  always  to  the  strong. 
Peace  has  her  victories  no  less  than  war.  Perhaps  no  Bible  reference 
is  more  applicable  to  the  wife  and  mother  of  that  household  than  this, 
“Blessed  are  the  meek;  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth.”  Mrs.  GilnHn 
was  of  a  retiring  nature,  contemplative  and  much  given  to  reading 
(as  far  as  household  duties  would  permit).  She  *was  particularly 
well  versed  in  history.  Such  an  example  could  not  fail  to  make  the 
children  fond  of  books. 

Best  of  all,  this  good  woman  knew  her  Bible  and  daily  held  com¬ 
munion  with  her  Maker  in  prayer.  But  her  religion  was  of  the  un¬ 
obtrusive  kind,  sweetly  tempered,  which  found  good  in  all  men.  Her 
belief  in  a  future,  was  devoid  of  all  fears. 
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Augustine1  Jean  came  to  this  country  from  the  Isle  of  Jersey  as 
early  as  1675,  and  is  first  found  at  Reading,  Mass.  Here  his  name 
was  reversed  to  John  Augustine,  later  shortened  to  Gustine  or  Gustin. 
This  odd  circumstance  is  substantiated  by  deeds,  as  also  his  place 
of  origin  and  the  names  of  his  parents.  The  writer  and  his  son  count 
themselves  happy  that  they  visited,  in  the  summer  of  1925,  John 
Augustine’s  early  home,  and  read  in  the  parish  register  of  St.  Ouens, 
besides  other  family  items,  the  following: 

Edmond  Jean  and  Esther,  dau.  of  Jean  le  Rossingnol,  m.  25  April, 
1638. 

Augustine,  their  son,  bap.  8  Jan.,  1644. 

In  Watertown,  10  Jan.,  1678,  John  m.  Elizabeth  Brown.  Soon 
after,  as  a  reward  for  service  in  the  war  (King  Phillip’s),  he  received 
a  grant  of  land  in  Falmouth,  Me.,  and  moved  upon  it.  Here  he  died, 
soon  after  the  date  of  his  will,  3  July,  1719.  Of  the  nine  children, 
from  their  order  in  the  will,  the  eldest  son  was 

Samuel-  Gustin.  For  some  reason  he  and  two  of  his  brothers 
migrated  to  Connecticut,  where  he  located  and  married  in  Stonington, 
but  later  we  fmd  him  an  inhabitant  of  Lyme.  He  m.  26  June,  1712, 
Abigail  Shaw,  and  after  her  death,  he  m.  Mary,  widow  of  James  Pen- 
nock,  and  dau.  of  Francis*  Smith,  all  of  Lyme.  His  death  was  after 
1 762. 

Samuel*  Gustin  (Samuel,  John)  was  baptized  in  Stonington,  22 
June,  1718.  In  the  last  of  his  life  he  was  a  Baptist  minister,  but  per¬ 
haps  an  itinerant  and  unordained.  He  m.  1  Jan.,  1740-1,  Mary 
Thomas  of  Lebanon.  He  d.  at  Rockingham,  Vt.,  where  two  of  his 
sons  resided,  14  May,  1791.  Mary,  his  widow,  d.  9  June,  1804,  age  88. 
and  her  grave  is  in  the  old  yard  at  Marlow,  N.  IT,  and  next  to  that  of 
her  son,  John  Gustin.  She  was  the  mother  of  nine  children. 

John4  Gustin  (Samuel,  Samuel,  John)  was  b.  in  Lyme,  Ct.,  12  Feb., 
1743-4,  and  d.  at  Marlow,  where  the  epitaph  reads: 

“Mr.  John  Gustin,  died  30  June,  1815,  aged  71  years. 

It  is  finished,  ’tis  done,  the  spirit  is  fled; 

The  pris’ner  is  gone,  the  Christian  is  dead; 

The  Christian  is  living  through  Jesus’  love, 

And  gladly  receiving  a  kingdom  above.” 

In  1922  a  flag  marked  this  resting  place  of  a  Revolutionary  soldier. 
He  held  the  rank  of  sergeant  and  was  present  at  the  surrender  of 
Burgoyne,  in  1777.  lie  m.  in  Lyme,  Lydia,  b.  25  June,  1746,  dau.  Qf 
Elder  Ebenezer  and  Abigail  (Davis)  Mack.  She  died  in  Marlow, 
20  July,  1817,  “aged  101  years,”  as  reads  the  headstone.  After  the 
birth  of  their  children  this  couple  had  followed  a  large  migration  from 
Lyme  and  vicinity  to  Marlow  and  neighboring  towns  in  N.  H.  In 
1799  he  was  of  a  second  migratory  movement  to  that  part  of  Stan- 
stcad,  P.  Q.,  which  lies  near  the  shore  of  Lake  Memphremagog,  to 
which  the  new  settlers  gave  the  name  of  Marlow  (now  Marlington). 
But  on  account  of  age,  though  landholders,  John  and  Lydia  remained 
behind.  Of  their  five  children,  John,  Jr.,  was  b.  Sept.,  1768. 
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John5  Gustin  (John,  Samuel,  Samuel,  John)  m.  22  Feb.,  1790, 
Esther,  b.  26  Aug.,  1771  ;  cl.  14  April,  1837,  dau.  of  Daniel  and  Ruth 
(Moore)  Way,  who  were  of  the  group  that  came  up  to  Marlow,  N.  H., 
from  Lyme.  'Phis  John  Gustin  and  family  came  to  Stanstead  in  1799, 
and  for  an  interesting  account  of  their  settlement  there  the  reader  is 
referred  to  “Forest  and  Clearings”,  pp.  39-41.  lie  d.  26  Nov.,  1841. 
The  graves  of  this  couple  are  in  the  M aldington  yard.  His  headstone 
is  in  a  very  ruinous  condition,  and  some  loyal  descendant  ought  to  see 
that  it  is  repaired  before  it  is  too  late. 


Of  the  seven  children,  Lydia6,  the  wife  of  Captain  John  Gilman, 
was  the  second  child,  b.  in  N.  H.  11  Jan.,  1793.  Her  brother,  Elisha 
Gustin,  two  years  her  senior,  was  a  man  of  marked  ability,  highly 
respected  throughout  his  section,  and  particularly  distinguished  for 
his  high  standing  in  Free  Masonry.  He,  and  later,  his  son,  “cousin” 
Eliphalet  Gustin,  lived  on  the  Gustin  farm.  Her  sister,  Polly  Gustin, 
b.  1800,  became  the  wife  of  Franklin  Mack,  Esq.,  another  prominent 
citizen  of  that  section.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  late  William 
P.  Mack,  whose  widow  died  recently  in  Derby  Line  at  an  advanced 
age.  A  second  sister,  Ruth  Gustin,  b.  1809,  m.  Andrew  Bodwell,  bro. 
of  Betsey,  wife  of  Esquire  Elisha  Gustin.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bodwell 
were  grandparents  of  Mrs.  Nancy  (Reed)  Bugbee,  now  deceased, 
widow  of  the  late  Dr.  A.  G.  Bugbee  of  Derby  Line.  A  third  sister, 
Esther  Gustin,  b.  1810,  was  mother  of  the  late  Willard  Miller  (Jr.), 
of  Beebe,  P.  Q.,  a  school  teacher  of  the  old  days,  highly  respected  for 
his  fine  qualities  of  mind  and  heart.  “Cousin”  Willard  was  always  a 
welcome  visitor  at  the  old  homestead. 


THE  KNIGHT  FAMILY. 


The  following  account  of  the  Knight  family  was  communicated  by 
Mrs.  Emma  (Buzzell)  Shaw,  grandniece  of  B.  Frank  Knight.  She 
was  assisted  in  the  earlier  generations  by  Hon.  F'red  W.  Cross,  So. 
Royalston,  Mass. 

John1  Knight;  admitted  freeman  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  1636;  pro¬ 
prietor  of  a  homestead  and  fourteen  other  lots  there  as  early  as  1642, 
as  shown  in  Bond’s  map  of  the  town  (a  copy  in  the  State  Archives 
and  also  in  the  State  Library).  Savage  adds  that  he  was  a  maltster. 
(John’s  later  life  and  death  seem  conjectural.) 

Joseph2  Knight  (John),  m.  Hannah.  lie  and  wife  Hannah  sold 
a  “mansion  and  land  to  John  Bigelow”,  10  Dec.,  1649,  and  soon  after 

removed  to  Woburn.  “Joseph  Knight,  sen.,  son  of - ,  d.  13 

Aug.,  1687  (Woburn  VR.).  Hannah,  relict  of  Joseph,  sen.,  d.  13  Jan., 
1695  (Woburn  VR)”.  Savage  says  that  Joseph  Knight  of  Woburn 
and  John  of  Charlestown,  probably  were  sons  of  John,  sen.,  of 
Woburn.  Of  the  large  family  of  Joseph  and  Hannah,  recorded  at 
Woburn,  the  fourth  child  was  John,  b.  16  Jan.,  1655-6. 
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I  his  John3  Knight '  (Joseph,  John),  rn.  at  Woburn,  Abigail,  b.  4 
Aug.,  1662;  d.  17  June,  1707.  She  was  dan.  of  John  Craggin,  and  was 
m.  to  Knight,  2  March,  1681,  and  he  d.  9  Nov.,  1735.  Of  the  children 
of  John  and  Abigail,  recorded  at  Woburn,  their  son  Ebenezer  was 
b.  20  Aug.,  1695. 

Ebenezer'  Knight  (John,  Joseph,  John),  m.  (1)  Mary  Johnson, 
great-granddau.  of  Capt.  Edward  Johnson,  one  of  the  founders  of 
Woburn  and  author  of  “Wonder  Working  Providences  of  Zion’s 
Savior  in  New  England”.  Most  of  their  children  were  b.  in  Woburn, 
but  a  dan.,  Elizabeth,  was  b.  in  Milton,  26  June,  1738,  and  the  death 
of  Mary,  the  wife,  is  recorded  there,  5  July,  1738. v  He  m.  (2)  Dor¬ 
chester,  VR,  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Isaac  Boynton,  19  Aug.,  1742,  and 
had  other  children  at  Milton. 


Ebenezer5  Knight  (Ebenezer,  John,  Joseph,  John),  was  b.  in  Wo¬ 
burn,  28  March,  1726.  Ide  m.  Mary  Smith  of  Dorchester,  1751.  lie 
resided  in  Milton  for  a  time  and  then  removed  to  Marlboro,  probably 
near  the  Marlboro-Stow  line.  Later  he  was  of  Athol,  Mass.  A  dan. 
Mary  was  bapt.  in  Marlboro,  1754,  and  later  children  are  recorded  at 
Stow.  The  following  is  probably  his  death  record  at  Athol:  “Eben¬ 
ezer  Knight,  d.  18  May,  1814,  age  91”.  (Pie  would  have  been  but  88.) 


Joseph5  Knight  (Ebenezer,  Ebenezer,  John,  Joseph,  John)  was 
b.  in  Stow,  19  April,  1756.  As  his  father  saw  military  service  in  the 
Colonial  wars  (from  both  Marlboro  and  Stow),  so  Joseph,  in  Athol, 
.at  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution,  responded  to  the  Lexington  Alarm 
in  Capt.  Dexter’s  company.  In  the  Bunker  Hill  fight  he  was  sta¬ 
tioned  less  than  a  mile  south  of  Lechmere  Point.  In  1776  he  went 
with  Arnold  on  the  Lake  Champlain  expedition,  and  in  1777  he  was 
in  the  Peekskill  barracks  for  about  three  months. 


Pie  m.  Abigail  Richardson,  of  Royalston,  Mass.,  5  Aug.,  1779.  He 
was  then  of  Fitzwilliam,  N.  Id.,  but  soon  removed  to  Royalston  or 
the  northerly  part  of  Athol,  where  he  resided  until  about  1786,  when 
he  removed  to  Waterford,  Vt.,  where  he  d.  21  May,  1836.  His  widow 
removed  to  Kirby,  Vt.  Hon.  Fred  W.  Cross  descends  from  a  brother 
of  this  Joseph. 


Samuel7  Knight  (Joseph,  Ebenezer,  Ebenezer,  John,  Joseph,  John) 
was  b.  in  Athol,  Mass.,  9  Dec.,  1783;  m.  1808,  Mehitable  Goss,  b.  Ilart- 
land,  Vt.,  2  Feb.,  1787.  Most  of  their  children  were  1).  in  Waterford, 
Vt.,  but  they  left  there  about  1823  and  settled  on  lot  No.  9,  in  13th 
Range  of  Stanstead,  P.  Q.  Mrs.  Knight  d.  16  Sept.,  1863,  age  75. 
Mr.  Knight  was  a  farmer  and  d.  5  Dec.,  1863,  age  80.  (They  moved 
from  lot  9  to  lot  6,  same  Range.  Consult  “Forest  and  Clearings,” 
p.  133.)

His  fund  of 
anecdote  and  his  reminiscences  were  the  delight  of 
a  younger  generation.  The  love  and  devotion  of  his 
four  daughters,  especially  after  the  loss  of  his  wife, 
leave  nothing  to  be  said  of  him  in  the  home  circle.

B.  Frank  Knight  was  descended  from  William  White  and  Re¬ 
solved  White,  Pilgrims,  who  came  on  the  Mayflower  in  1620. 

William  White,  wool  carder,  at  Lcydon,  Holland,  was  published 
27  Jan.  and  m.  1  Feb.,  1612,  Anna  Fuller,  related  to  Dr.  Samuel  Fuller 
of  the  Mayflower  company,  as  lie  attended  the  ceremony.  William, 
his  wife,  son  Resolved,  end  two  servants  (who  d.  early  that  first  year) 
and  son  Perigrine  White,  b.  on  the  voyage,  landed  at  Plymouth. 
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William  White  d.  21  Feb.,  1621,  and  hi  s  widow  Susanna  (probably 
the  same  as  Anna)  m.  12  May,  1621,  Kdward  Winslow,  a  young 
widower.  She  was  the  first  bride  of  the  Colony. 

8  April,  1640,  Judith,  b.  about 
1619;  d.  3  April,  1670,  daughter  of  Mr.  William  Vassall.  Resolved

These  were  the  parents  of  Mehitable5  Goss,  wife  of  Captain  Sam¬ 
uel  Knight,  and  mother  of  B.  Frank  Knight.

it  remains  to  speak  of  the  Farm. 

At  the  Stanstead  Registry,  Volume  1,  rightfully  begins  with  the 
year  1831  ;  deeds  before  that  date  are  at  Sherbrooke.  But  deeds  which 
failed  to  be  copied  before  that  year,  as  those  which  we  quote,  fortu¬ 
nately,  are  here  in  this  volume. 

Recorded  on  p.  370,  and  called  deed  No.  255.  Recorded  8  Jan., 
1831.  Willard  Glidden  of  Shefford,  to  John  Gilman,  Stanstead,  lot 
No.  6,  of  the  6th  Range,  200  acres.  The  same  was  conveyed  to  Glid¬ 
den  by  Augustine  Hibbard  by  deed  dated  20  July,  1813.  This  deed 
was  signed  in  the  home  of  Adam  Noyes,  23  Feb.,  1814. 


Deed  No.  256;  recorded  8  Jan.,  1831.  William  True  of  Derby, 
yeoman,  to  John  Gilman  of  Stanstead,  part  of  lot  No.  4,  in  the  6th 
Range,  45  acres  (with  the  usual  allotment  of  5%  for  highways).  Said 
True  purchased  the  same  of  Samuel  T.  Gilman  of  Stanstead,  the  third 
of  April  now  last  past;  for  £12:10,  the  same  to  be  in  two  notes. 
Signed  in  the  home  of  Augustine  Hibbard,  9  June,  1819. 


Deed  No.  257;  recorded  8  Jan.,  1831.  Mr.  Elijah  Curtis  of  Mon¬ 
treal,  merchant,  to  John  Gilman  of  Stanstead,  farmer,  lot  No.  7  in 
the  6th  Range,  200  acres,  and  having  about  50  acres  under  improve¬ 
ment,  with  a  log  house,  2  large  framed  barns  and  a  shed;  bounded 
by  range  line  between  5  and  6  Ranges;  on  the  south  by  land  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  purchaser,  and  on  the  north  by  another  lot  hereafter  to  be 
described  ;  lot  No.  8,  about  200  acres,  having  50  acres  improved,  and 
a  small  house;  bounded  on  the  west - and  by  Range  line  between 
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5  and  6  Ranges  ;  on  the  north  by  lot  of  Griffin  ;  on  south  by  land  above 
described;  vendor  acquired  the  same  from  Frederick  William  Erma- 
tinger,  the  sheriff  of  the  District,  in  a  deed  dated  12  Nov.,  1817.  For 
£400  Halifax  currency,  by  four  notes  of  hand,  each  £100,  dated  12 
Oct.,  1817,  these  notes  payable  to  Henry  and  Elijah  Curtis  in  good 
whiskey,  in  the  month  of  March,  1821,  1822,  1823,  1824.  The  seller 
reserves  right  by  mortgage  on  the  premises.  Done  and  passed  in  the 
city  of  Montreal.  (A  date  near  the  beginning  of  the  record,  18  March, 
1820,  would  seem  to  be  the  time  when  these  notes  were  discharged.) 

Deed  No.  258;  recorded  8  Jan.,  1831.  Mr.  Deleus  Briggs,  late  of 
Stanstead,  at  present  residing  in  Derby,  Vt.,  farmer,  to  John  Gilman, 
Stanstead,  farmer,  part  of  the  west  end  of  lot  No.  9  in  the  7th  Range, 
being  ^0  acres,  conveyed  to  the  vendor  by  Mr.  James  Bodwell,  late  of 
Stanstead,  for  £112:10.  Joab  Bodwell  did  intervene,  who  voluntar¬ 
ily  confessed,  acknowledged  himself  joint  and  severally  (interested  ?) 
with,  said  vendor.  Passed  at  the  Inn  of  Mr.  John  Chamberlain  in 
Stanstead,  5  Oct.,  1825,  and  signed  by  Deleus  Briggs,  Joab  Bodwell, 
and  John  Gilman.  A.  Patton,  a  witness. 

In  the  deposition  of  Capt.  John  Gilman,  16  Feb.,  1844,  in  relation 
to  his  mother’s  pension,  he  states:  “I  was  53  the  23  day  of  last  Sep¬ 
tember.  *  *  *  The  above  is  my  true  age  from  what  my  parents 

told  me  and  from  an  old  family  record  which  they  kept,  but  has  been 
lost  or  destroyed  some  years  since.  I  had  a  copy  of  it  taken  about 
thirty  years  ago,  but  that  was  destroyed  when  my  house  was  burned 
three  years  ago  last  April.” 

Capt.  Gilman  rebuilt  immediately,  and  no  part  of  the  old  structure 
was  retained,  unless  the  cellar  kitchen  under  the  front  part  of  the 
'  house.  He  was  his  own  architect  and  provided  for  but  one  closet,  a 
large  one,  by  the  way,  in  his  own  room,  as  he  would  have  “no  clutter 
holes”  in  the  house.  The  fire  occurred  when  Mrs.  Gilman,  the  aged 
grandmother,  and  the  youngest  child  Ruth  were  the  sole  occupants. 
The  rest  of  the  family,  including  the  Captain,  were  attending  the 
closing  exercises  of  the  school.  Mrs.  Gilman  showed  great  presence 
of  mind  in  looking  out  for  the  safety  of  the  other  two,  but  not  many 
of  the  family  belongings  except  beds  and  bedding  were  saved.
